They were met at the depot 
by a reception committee, headed by a 
band, taken to the hotel for dinner, then 
driven to the fair grounds for the after* 
noon rally, where they were met by the 
band and eaoorted to the stand where 
the Hon. D. D. Dykeman, after a few 
remarks of pleasantry bestowed upon 
the speech of Mrs. Helen Gtougar, de- 
livered yesterday, in which she said 
Grover Cleveland would be elected pres- 
ident again in November, and she was 
glad of it, he had the pleasure of intro- 
ducing the Hon. W. L. Wilson, member 
of congress from West Virginia, who 
would also speak for Grover Cleveland. 


When Mr. Wilson came forward, amid 
the cheers of thousands, who were anx- 
ious to behold the orator of the day, 
who had been so highly spoken of, the 
crowd was very large, variooily esti- 
mated from ^12,000 to 16,000 people. 
He at once proceeded to deliver an able, 
concise and l(^cal speech in behalf of 
the democracy.

Only one regiment in Third corps of 
thirty-seven regiments lost more killed. 


The loss by wounded (114) was not 
exeelled by a single regiment in the 
Second brigade.

This plank deelares not merely for the 
repeal of the whisky tax in preferenoa 
to interference with tariff taxes, but for 
the abolition of all internal rerenne 
taxes, including that on oleomargarine. 
The law for a tax on oleomargarine 
bogus butter, was enacted in 1886, and 
approved by President Oleveland 
August 2, of that year. 


The strongest possible efforts were 
made to induce the ¡nresident to veto the 
bill. The most ingenious attorneys were 
employed, and the shield of the oonsti- 
tution was invoked to protect those who 
were imitating f armen' produets and de- 
priving them of their legitimate and 
hard-earned profits. But Cleveland, as 
usual, took the people's side. 


He stood by the farming Interest, and 
after the act was signed, gave personal 
attention to the manner of its execution 
in his anxiety that the farmen should be 
saved from loss. 


The admirable law. which affords true 
protection to American labor, caused an 
increase in the sales of dairy farmen of 
the country in one year to the extent of 
$26,000,000, and in the state of New 
Tork alone the difference was $2,500, 
000. 


The republican platform asks that 
this tax be repealed, and that no less 
than twenty-five million dollan per year 
be taken out of the pockets of the dairy 
farmen of the United States by those 
who used fat, offal, cottonseed oil, and 
all manner of disgusting refuse to make 
what they would like to sell, under the 
names of butter and cheese.

The product 
eveiy factory is branded for just what 
is, and heavy special taxes are imposed 
on the mannfacturen of the vile stuff to 
insure a full return of their products. 
The government of the United States 
also watched these factories, and it 
well known that so complote has been 
the enforoement of this farmen* benefit 
tax that no considerable evasion of it oo 
ours. 
The 7,000,000 farmen of the 
country have all some interest in this 
subject. 
The value of the dairy pro- 
ducts of the United States is over $600, 
000.000 per year. 
If the bogus butter 
competition had been allowed to go on 
unchecked by federal law this great pro- 
duction would have been so reduced 
that all engaged in it would have ex- 
perienced constant loss, and it is entire- 
ly probable that the business of manu- 
facturing honest butter and cheese on a 
large scale would have been driven out 
of the country.

Gen. Harrison had given utterance to 
many opinions very derogatory and in 
salting to laboring men. The Indianap- 
olis Jbfimai offered a reward for the 
proof. 
This was supposed to have 
silenced the matter, but to-day the fol- 
lowing was formally delivered to the 
Journal proprieton 
To Jomr O. J Naw k SON, Editon and 
Proprietors Indianapolis Journal—Cten- 
tlemen: Your paper having upon'num 
erous occasions contained editorial notice 
of reward, in which you state that you 
will pay to any person $1,000 for proof 
that Benjamin Harrison ever said that 
$1 per day was enough for any work- 
ingman," and $1,000 for proof that Ben 
;iamin Harrison ever said that "Were J 
the governor I would force those men 
back to work at the point of the bay 
onet," meaning the striken who partici- 
pated in the strike of 1877, the execu 
tive board of District assembly No. 106, 
K. of L., the secrectary of which is the 
accredited author of the above charges, 
has directed me to write you claiming 
the above $2,000 upon the proof here- 
with submitted. This board has never 
regarded your offer to have been made 
in good faith, as we have been reliably 
informed that yon did not deposit a dol 
lar in the bank where you daim to have 
deposited $2,000 as a reward for the 
proof referred to. We do not claim that 
the evidence required as proof should in 
every instanoe be verbatim or exactly 
in the same language used in your edi- 
torial notice, but we do olaim to offer in 
every instanoe words to the same ^effect 
I have in my possession as the custo- 
dian of the executive board, the follow- 
ing statements from which I only quote 
portion of thec(»tents: 
Isom Hughes testifies that Benjamin 
Harrison did say that $1 per day was 
enough wages lor the workingmen par- 
ticipating in the strike of 1877, and he 
eharaeteriied the striken aa lawbreak- 


va, anwovthy of the title of "eMaena." 


Martin J. Murphy testUlea that Ben- 
jamin Harrison did say that the striken 
had forfeited all elaims to recognition 
by going <m a- strike; that Benjamin 
Harrison did get up a militia ecaaipany 
for the purpose of pursuing the striken; 
that warn» of the striken received only 
ninety cents per day; that Benjamin 
Harrison claimed that the railroads 
could not pay any more, and that the 
•trtten were not justified in asking for 
more^ and that $1 was sufflcient for a 
woifcingman and he ought to be satis- 
fied. 


Patrick H. King testified that Benja- 
min Harrison did say that the wages of 
the striken were sufficient; that the 
men must return to work or the militia 
would force them to submit 


William MiUer testified that Harrison 
at the conference said on two occasions 
*'a dollar a day is enough for a working- 
man," said that if the striken did not 
return to work they would be put down 
by the militia at the point of the bayo- 
net 


William Shook testified that Mr. Har- 
rison said the men had better work for 
$1 a day than do what they were doing, 
and further, that $1 a day was good pay 
for a workingman. 


John Haokison testifies that Benjamin 
Harrison did say that $1 a day was 
enough for any workingman, and they 
should accept that and be thankful. 


Thomas McHugh testifies that Benja 
min Harrison threatened the striken 
with the militia and to force them back 
at the point of the bayonet; that the 
wages were sufiScient and all that the 
railroad companies could afford. 


Michael Crowley testified that Benja 
min Harrison did say that if the roads 
were unable to pay more than $1 a day 
the men ought to be satisfied, as that 
amount was enough for any working 
man. 


Ben Zahm says: **I now quote Ben 
jamin Harrison's exact language: 'If ' 
were governor of this state or sheriff of 
this county I would have every train 
running if I had to wade in blood np to 
finger tips.'" 


William Hugo testifies that Benjamin 
Harrison did command a militia com- 
pany during the strike; that he claimed 
the wages were sufficient; that the men 
had no right to even claim arbitration. 


Q. E. Callthon testifies that Harrison 
ins'ilted the atriken in 1877; that he 
said they were getting plenty of wages 
that $1 a day was abundant; and that 
many were obliged to live on less than 
that amount 


Charles A. Fergariy testifies that as 
chahrman of the relief committee in the 
1877 strike he was unable to attend the 
meeting where Ben Harrison's remarks 
were made, but that he sent othen there 
who reported to liim, corroborating the 
above statements. 


In connection with the above state- 
ments we wish it distinctly ondentood 
that these statements are extracts only 
that we have the original statements of 
the men and from othen whose names 
we are bound to siiield on account of 
their 
occupation. 
The 
statements 
which we have procured are from men 
whom we know to be true memben of 
the Knights of Labor, the Brotherhood 
of Looomotive Engineen, and Firemen's 
and Brakemen's brotherhood. 
They 
are men whom we know to be possessed 
of veracity and integrity, who are in 
every respect worthy of the confidence 
of the people, and tfaey will testify under 
oath to the statements made. 


This board desires the $2,0C0 reward 
offered by your paper for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of the stree-car 
drivers' strike conducted under the aus- 
pices of the board in 1877, whioh has 
been instrumental in bringing about 
wonderful reforms in the street car ser- 
vice, and the amount over and above 
that required for the purpose specified 
to be paid to the Knights of Labor relief 
fund to be used in similar contests and 
equally as laudable purposes, to be paid 
to the nndenigned, being duly author- 
ized to receive the same. 


This board charges Benjamin Harri- 
son with having t^en up arms against 
the striken and threatening them with 
instant death at the point of the bayonet 
if they did not return to work; that he 
claimed $1 was sufficient for any work 
ingman for a day's wages; that while 
employed by the railroads as their at- 
torney, reoeiying a large salary to cause 
the strike to be broken, he posed as a 
friend of the strikers in the oapaeity of 
the chairman of a citizens' committee 
for the purpose of deceiving the citizens 
and the striken; that he gave a receipt 
for $20 for four days' wages, which is 
now on file in the adjutant general's of- 
fice; that he received for five days' ser 
vice as attorney for one of the r^lroads 
$1,000, and his sworn affidavit appean 
in the federal court room to the effect 
that his services for that period are 
worth $1,000, while he claims that $1 
per day or $5 for five days is enough for 
a workingman; that he acted in the ca- 
pacity of prosecutor of the striken, for 
whioh he received an additional fee; that 
he prosecuted one man who was not in 
the city and knew nothing of the strike, 
Mr. Harrison was obliged to manufac- 
ture evidence upon whioh to criminate 
him. 


The above letter has been read by the 
executive board of district assembly 106, 
Knights of Labor, who have directed it 
to be forwarded to yon with a request 
that yon reply, saying by what method 
yon will agree to seleot a committee to 
examine the original testimony now in 
possession of this board.

" T h e era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the New 
York Sioi a e d T j l B 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent joam^istic successes of the period. 
The papers that give enough reading flaMHt 
to fill a good volume in each daily issue are going out of favor with many people who have » m e other employment 
^ 
Jicv time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels of news. 
The sheets that give the news systematica^ 
MK) amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in the great cities." 


Forty years ago the chief dutj'' of an editor, in 
view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it. 
Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond 
their immediate 
loeality; ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event.
